The  ssgregation  of  demonstration  work  from  the  Office  of 
Farm  Management  makes  it  seem  advisable  to  issue  a  publication 
dealing  entirely  with  demonstration  work,  and  this  will  be  the 
purpose  of  the  present  Farm  Demonstration  Monthly.     It  will 
ce present  the  Farmers  Gooperat ive<Demonstration  Work  (formerly 
Farm  Management  field  Studies  and  Demonstrations)   in  the  North- 
ern and  Western  States,  particularly  as  relates  to  County  Agent 
Work,  Boys  ana  Girls  Club  Work,  and  Demonstrations  in  the  Busi- 
ness of  Farming  or  Farm  Management.     It  is  intended  that  the  Dem- 
onstration Monthly  shall  be  made  a  medium  of  exchange  of  ideas 
for  all  those  engaged  in  demonstration  work. 


In  this  year's  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Congress  made  a  clear  separation  of  the  research  work  of  the  Office 
of  Farm  Management  from  the  demonstration  work.     As  a  result  the 
demonstration  work  has  been  organised  into  a  unit  distinct  from  the 
Office  of  Farm  Management  and  entitled  "Farmers  Cooperative  Demon  • 
strations,  Northern  and  Western  States."     This  new  unit  or  Office 
inherits  all  of  the  County  Agricultural  Agent  work,  and  all  of 
the  Boys  and  Girls  Club  Work  heretofore  carried  out  by  the  Section 
of  Field  Studies  and  Demonstrations  of  the"  Off ice  of  Farm  Manage- 
ment, and  in  addition  has  taken  on  a  third  line  of  extension 
work  which  it  designates  as  Demonstrations  in  the  Business  of 
Farming  or  Farm  Management. 

The  scope  of  work  of  this  new  office  is  further  enlarged 
through  its  connection  with  the  States  Relations  Committee  of  the 
Dapartment  wnich  makes  it  for  all  practical  purposes  the  Extension 
Office  of  the  Department  for  the  Northern  and  Western  States  under 
tne  supervision  of  that  Committee.     In  this  relationship  it  handles 
matters  of  detail  relating  to  the  Department's  administration  of 
t ne  Smith-Lever  funds,  and  the  coordination  of  the  extension  work 
of  the  various  Bureaus  and  Offices  of  the  Department  with  that  of 
the  agricultural  colleges  and  other  agencies  of  the  northern  and 
IVsstern  States.     The  Office,  acting  subject  to  the  States  Relations 
Committee,   constitutes  tne  point  01  contact  between  the  extension 
aivision  of  the  agricultural  colleges  of  tfo$  States  and  the  exten- 
sion work  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  It 
will  thus  be  seen  that  the  interests  of  the  new  off ice- are  now 
extended  beyond  the  County  Agricultural  Age at  and  the  Boys  and 
Girls  Club  Work  to  include  ail  the  kinds  of  demonstration  work 


c 
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in  agriculture  and  home  economics  which  may  "be  carried  on  "by 
the  States  with  Smith-Lever  funds. 


Up  to  the  present  time  the  agricultural  colleges  in  27 
of  the  33  Northern  and  Western  States  have  either  signed  or 
signified  their  intention  of  signing  a  general  memorandum  of 
understanding  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  agreeing  to 
carry  on,  in  cooperation  with  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  all  agricultural  extension  work  for  which  the 
Department  has  funds  within  the  State.     The  Department  on  its 
side  agrees  to  carry  on  all  its  extension  work  in  such  states 
through  the  Extension  Division  of  such  colleges. 

In  this  cooperative  extension  work  the  general  principle 
has  been  adopted  of  coming  to  a  mutual  understanding  through 
conferencs  of  all  the  interested  parties  as  to  the  particular 
kind  of  extension  work  to  "be  done  and  the  place  and  manner  of 
doing  it  and  then  putting  the  ^responsibility  for  the  execution 
of  the  work  upon  the  Extension  Division  of  the  college.  This 
centers  responsibility  and  focuses  attention  on  the  College. 


In  handling,  projects  submitted  for  approval  under  the  Smith- 
lever  Act,  the  States  Relations  Committee  has  urged  the  need  of 
submitting  projects  which  give  emphasis  to  the  demonstration 
side  of  extension  work  rather  than  to  the  lecture  or  teaching 
side.     It  is  felt  that  much  of  the  lecture  work  of  the  exten- 
sion service  should  closely  center  around  actual  demonstrations 
in  the  field,  barn,  creamery,  etc.,  rather  than  in  the  lecture 
mom.     That  actual  demonstrations  rather  than  lecture  work  was 
contemplated  by  those  who  framed  the  act  is  clearly  shown  in 
the  closing  paragrapn  of  Congressman  Lever's  speech  which  reads 
as  follows:     "This  Bill  proposes  to  set  up  a  system  of  general 
demonstration  teaching  throughout  the  country,  and  the  agent 
in  the  field  of  the  Department  and  the  college  is  to  be  the 
mouthpiece  through  which  this  information  will  reach  the  peo- 
'ple — the  man  and  woman  and  the  boy  and  girl  on  the  farm.  ****** 
The  plan  proposed  in  this  bill  undertakes  to  do  that  by  person- 
al contact,  not  by  writing  to  a  man  and  saying  that  this  is  a 
better  plan  than  he  has  or  by  standing  up  and  talking  to  him  and 
telling  him  it  is  a  better  plan,  but  by  going  out  on  to  his  farm, 
under  his  own  soil  and  climatic  conditions,  and  demonstrating 
there  that  you  have  a  method  which  surpasses  his  in  results.11 


Concentration  in  demonstration  work  on  one  main  line  of  en- 
deavor gives  quicker  results  and  with  more  certainty  than  mis- 
cellaneous endeavor. 


The  success  of  the  County  Agent  in  the  long  run  will  be  mea- 
sured by  the  number  of  local  leaders  he  inspires  to  assist  him. 
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Farm  Management  Demonstration  Work. 

In  the  Farm  Management  Demonstration  Work  which  is  "being  con- 
ducted, in  cooperation  with  a  number  of  different  states  the  ef- 
fort is  made  to  take  to  the  farmers  some  of  the  principles  which 
have  "been  determined  "by  the  farm  management  investigators  of  the 
Department  and  of  the  various  state  institutions. 

Like  other  extension  work,  no  effort  will  "be  made  to  tell  the 
whole  story  at  once.     There  will  he  considered  at  first  only  a 
few  of  the  most  important,  and  yet  most  easily  understood,  fac- 
tors that  tend  to  govern  the  income  to  he  secured  from  any  given 
farm. 

Furthermore,  the  work  will  not  he  taken  up  in  the  ahstract, 
hut  rather  in  concrete  detail.     The  demonstrations  will  he  maae 
in  actual  cooperation  with  the  farmers  on  their  own  farms  and 
•in  terms  with  which  they  are  entirely  familiar. 

The  method  of  procedure  includes  analyzing  and  comparing  the 
business  of  sixty  or  more  farms  in  each  of  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, selected  because  of  being  typical  of  a  larger  area.  In 
tnis  analysis  the  labor  income  and  the  important  factors  govern- 
ing the  same  are  determined  for  each  farm,  and  each  will  be  com- 
pared with  the  average  of  all,  and  with  the  average  of  ten  or 
a  dozen  of  the  best  in  the  locality. 

The  results  of  this  analysis  and  comparison  are  then  taken 
back  to  the  farm  operator  in  such  a  form  that  he  himself  can 
readily  tell  v/hether,  in  order  to  secure  a  bigger  income,  he 
needs  most: 

(a)  to  enlarge  his  business,  perhaps  by  renting  more  land 
or  by  intensifying  on  what  he  has,  or 

(b)  to  diversify  his  business,  by  having  more  crops  or 
kinds  of  livestock  producing  income,  or 

(c)  by  improving  the  production  of  crops  or  livestock 
already  in  use,  or 

.(d)     whether  some  combination  of  these  will  bring  more  cer- 
tainly the  desired  results. 

After  agreeing  with  the  farmer  upon  what  changes  shall  be  un- 
dertaken tne  following  year,  arrangements  are  made  to  come  back 
for 'another  analysis  to  check  up  these  changes,  and  again  a  year 
hence,  to  determine. the  results  secured. 

Farm  Management  Demonstration  Agents  to  conduct  this  work 
have  already  been  Installed  in  New  York,  Connecticut,  Indiana, 
Iowa  and  Missouri,  :and  arrangements  have  been  made  to  start  the 
work  shortly  in  fif'teen  other  states.  -  L.  H.  Goddard. 
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THE  COUNTY  AGENT  NOT  A  CHORE  BOY. 

While  |t  is  true  that  the  county  agent  is  expected  to  devote 
his  time  to  service  for  the  community,  yet  it  is  not  to  "be  expect- 
ed that 'he  will  he  subject  to  the  calL  of  every  individual  for  no 
matter  what  or  hew  trivial  a  service.     Any  such  conception  of  a 
county  agent* s  duties  will  result  in  a  mere  frittering  away  of 
his  time  without  his  rendering  any  permanent  benefit  to  the  com- 
munity which  he  is  expected  to  serve.     The  highest  type  of  county 
agent  work  is  that  which  "brings  about  the  organization  of  the 
people  into  groups  for  a  definite  purpose  and  then  sees  that  this 

purpose  is  accomplished.     A  carefully  planned  campaign  is  as 
necessary  in  county  work  as  in  military  enterprises. 

The  county  agent  without  a  plan,  who  is  subject  to  the  call • 
of  every  individual  no  matter  for  what  purpose,  who  is  the  ever 
present  help  in  time  of  need,  will  be  a  very  "busy  man,  "but  he  is 
likely  to  fail  to  "build  up  a  permanent  organization  which  shall 
have  for  its  purpose  the  development  of  the  agriculture  of  the 
county.     The  switch  engine  in  the  railroad  yard  is  usually  very 
"busy.     It  puffs,  races  around,  and  makes  a  lot  of  noise  hut  it 
never  gets  anywhere. 

Upon  consultation  with  the  officers  of  the  County  Associ- 
ation, plans  should  "be  decided  upon  for  the  season's  work. 
Plans  for  next  year  should  now  he  under  way.     Upon  the  thought 
which  is  expended  in  working  out  these  plans  will  largely  de- 
pend the  success  of  the  season's  work. 

What  demonstrations  shall  he  undertaken;  in  what  parts  of 
the  county;  and  upon  what  farms  shall  demonstrations  he  located; 
what  cooperative  efforts  are  most  needed  in  the  county  and  plans 
for  bringing  them  about;  how  shall  the  schools,  the  churches,  the 
grange1  the  county  fair  and  other  organizations  of  the  county  be 
brought  to  work  together?     These  are  ail  problems  for  the  county 
agent  and  his  advisers  to  solve.  -  L.  A.  Clinton. 


APPLES  IN  CLUB  DEMONSTRATION  WORK. 

One  of  the  most  important  community  gatherings  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Apple  Club  should  be  the  Fall  Apple  Club  Pair 
and  Pestival.     At  this  event  the  arrangements  and  setting  of 
the  grounds,  buildings,  exhibits,  tables,  etc.,  must  be  in  har- 
mony with  the  apple  interests.     The  object — to  demonstrate  to 
the  community  the  importance  and  the  magnitude  of  the  apple  or- 
chard interest  and  its  proper  culture  and  management. 

(a)    Exhibits  at  the  Pair  and  Pestival.     Exhibits  of  apples 
of  all  kinds,  plate,  crate  and  barrel,  showing  the  various  grades. 

Exhibits  of  ail  kinds  of  apple  machinery  and  devices  used  for 
the  handling  of  apples 3  either  fresh  or  cooked. 
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Exhibits  of  dishes  and  food  products  prepared  from  the  apple, 
canning  equipment,  jars,  cans,  labels,  and  other  equipment  used 
in  connection  with  the  work. 

(b)  Demonstrations.     A  very  popular  and  interesting  phase 
of  the  day's  program  will  be  the  public  demonstrations  conducted 
"by  club  members  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  the  most  important 
things  in  connection  with  the  apple  industry.     The  program  should 
give  opportunity  for  a  number  of  practical  demonstrations,  such 
as  demonstrating  how  to  pare  and  core  apples,  hew  to  can  surplus 

•    3  wind-fall  apples,  as  follows:     (1)     Whole  apples  for  breakfast 
and  dinner  dishes;   (2)     Sliced  apples  for  apple  pie  filling;  (3) 
Apple  sauce;   (4)     Apple  jellies;   (5)     Apple  butter;  Apple  pick- 
les . 

Demonstrations  of  how  to  grade,   crate  and  pack  apples;  how  to 
label  glass  jars  and  tin  cans;  how  to  prune  and  treat  the  broken 
limbs  and  injured  spots  of  trees;  how  to  make  and  use  different 
kinds  of  apple  devices  for  the  orchard  and  the  kitchen,  and  how 
to  make  apple  cider. 

(c)  Play  Contests.     The  latter  part  of  the  afternoon  of  the 
fair  and  festival  program  should  be  given  to  demonstration  play 
contests,  as  related  to  the  apple  interests.     Boys  and  girls  can 
be  organized  for  some  of  the  following  p^aj  contests,  wnich  will, 
give  quite  as  much  interest  and  recreation  as  some  of  the  more 
artificial . games  and  contests  which  are  indulged  in  at  such 
events . 

These " contests  may  be  illustrated  by  the  apple  paring  and 
coring  contest.     The  children  are  started  on  signals,  "Atten- 
tion," "(ret  ready,"  "Go,"  and  are  judged  on  the  following  three 
points:     Time  in  paring  and  coring  the  12  uniform  wind-fall  ap- 
ples, skill  in  doing  the  work,  and  weight  of  the  peeling  and 
cores  when  finished. 

In  like  manner  the  following  play-contests  may  be  under- 
taken:    1.     Canning  of  wind-fall  apples;  2.     Recipe-giving  con- 
test,  oral  or  written;  3.     Apple  race  (conducted  the  same  as  an 
Egg  or  Potato  race);  4.     Apple  diving;   5.     Apple  variety  naming 
contest;  6.     Essay  writing  contest  on  the  subject  of  the  origin 
and  development  of  the  apple;  7-     Spelling  down  contest,   in  which 
only  words  connected  with  apple  devices  and  apple  interests  are 
used;  3.     Problem  making  contest,  in  which  problems  from  the  apple 
orchard,  grading,   crating,  marketing,  canning,  etc.,  are  used  as 
a  basis. 

(d)  Lectures.     Lectures  on  apple  interests  by  some  of  the 
extension  professors  of  the  college  of  agriculture,  or  success- 
ful orchard  men  of  the  community  should  be  offered  at  this  event. 
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Home  Economics  Lesson.     Under  this  head  special  arrangements 
may  be  made  for  demonstrations  by  home  economics  leaders  and  tea- 
chers in  the  use  of  the  apple  in  the  home  and  proper  methods  of 
preparing  and  serving.     Sewing  lessons  as  related  to  the  Apple 
Club  work  will  also  be  helpful.     Especially  for  the  girl  members 
of  the  Apple  Club  there  should  be  an  exhibit  of  library  files,  can- 
ning costumes,  kitchen  dresses,  and  apple  orchard  work  dresses, 
Apple  Club  caps,  banners  ,  pennants,  sofa  pillows,  etc.,  which 
they  have  made  as  a  correlated  interest  to  the  club  work. 

The  boys,  in  like  manner,  may  work  out  some  pieces  of  manual 
training,  such  as  ladders  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  prun- 
ing and  spraying  work  of  the  orchard,  crates,  barrels,  boxes,  and 
tables • 

Suggestions  for  the  proper  correlation  of  the  Apple  Club  in- 
terests with  the  school  room  in  language,  arithmetic,  geography, 
physiology,  word  study  and  agricultural  education  can  be  secured 
through  tne  usual  educational  channels. 

The  object  of  this  outline  is  simply  to  give  to  state,  district, 
and  county  leaders  a  very  brief  plan,  showing  the  possibilities 
of  a  club  project.    All  other  club  projects,  such  as  potato,  corn, 
market  gardening,  alfalfa,  and  poultry  can  be  outlined  on  the  same 
general  plan.     It  is  far  better  to  develop  well  one  club  on  this 
broad  basis  than  to  have  a  dozen  clubs  which  are  only  half  devel- 
oped during  the  season.  -  0 .  H.  Benson.

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Ths  date  of  the  annual  conference  of  State  Leaders-  in  County 
Agent  work,  and  in  Boys  and  Girls  Club  Work,  has  been  set  for 
December  7  to  10  inclusive,  and  Chicago  selected  as  the  meeting 
place.     Special  announcement  of  this  meeting  is  being  sent  to 
each  State  Leader. 


Mr.  0.  H.  Liebers  in  Gage  County,  Nebraska,  has  secured  some 
very  interesting  results  in  connection  with  his  oat  smut  demon- 
strations, which  were  carried  on  on  more  than  fifty  farms  in  his 
county  during  the  past  season.     In  one  thirty-one  acre  field,  a 
test  plot  of  4.19  acres  seeded  with  untreated  seed  gave  a  yield 
of  36.03  bushels  per  acre,  while  the  remaining  25.94  acres  of 
the  field  where  the  seed  oats  were  treated  with  formaldehyde  solu- 
tion gave  a  yield  of  53.02  bushels  per  acre,  a  difference  of  17 
bushels  per  acre  in  favor  of  the  treated  seed.     Other  test  fields 
in  the  county  promise  equally  as  startling  results.    Mr.  Liebers 
made  a  large  number  of  counts  in  different  fields  which  showed 
from  4  to  per  cent  of  smutted  heads,  and  this  condition  ex- 

isted without  farmers  being  aware  that  there  was  any  smut  in  his 
oats,  owing  to  the  smutted  heads  being  much  shorter  stalks  than 
the  healthy  ones.     This  county  raises  annually  50,000  acres  of 
oats  and  if  the  formaldehyde  treatment  would  add  proportionately 
to  the  yield  on  all  these  acres,  it  would  increase  oat  yield  of 
the  county  nearly  a  million  bushels. 


County  Agent  Long  in  Johnson  County,  Missouri,  is  conducting 
a  contest  among  the  girls  of  the  county  between  the  ages  of  twelve 
and  eighteen,  who  attended  one  of  the  Home  Economic  Schools  held 
in  the  county  this  summer.     Each  girl  will  be  required  to  prepare 
and  can  peaches  and  bake  biscuits.     The  three  who  receive  the  high- 
est awards  will  have  the  pleasure  of  preparing  a  lunch  for  the 
Governor  of  the  State  at  the  State  Pair.     Governor  Major  has  sig- 
nified that  he  will  be  very  greatly  honored  in  participating  in 
this  lunch. 


County  Agent  T.  ft.  Calnan  in  Barnes  County,  North  Dakota,  has 
organized  the  only  dairy  test  association  in  the  State.     He  has 
sixteen  herds  under  test. 


R.  G.  Hoopirgarner ,  County  Agent  in  Iron  County,  Michigan, 
has  been  instrumental  in  organizing  the  potato  growers  of  his 
county  for  the  production  of  high  class  seed  potatoes.     The  tuber- 
unit  method  is  the  basis  of  the  work  of  the  association.  Free- 
dom from  diseases  is  guaranteed,  based  on  inspection  by  experts 
of  tne  State  and  National  Departments  of  Agriculture. 


In  outlining  his  work  for  this  year,  Mr.  Paul  V.  Maris,  County 
Agent  in  Saline  County,  Missouri,  makes  announcement  as  follows  : 

"All  work  must  be  done  through  organization.     Calls  are  too 
numerous  even  at  the  outset  to  answer  all  individually,  and  much 
of  what  can  be  accomplished  will  be  due  to  the  organizations  them- 
selves.    The  central  organization  will  be  the  Saline  County  Farm 
Bureau.     Local  co-ordinate  organizations  will  be  formed  in  each 
township  and  community.     The  farm  adviser  will  go  from  organiza- 
tion to  organization,  visiting  those  who  have  filed  requests  with 
their  local  offices.    These  looal  organizations  can  buy  a  lime 
spreader  or  a  car  of  fertilizer  together;  they  can  ask  and  re- 
ceive state  aid  in  the  eradication  of  hog  cholera;  they  can  bring 
in  specialists  when  specialists  are  needed;  they  can  take  a  step 
toward  the  organization  of  the  farmers  who  represent  the  largest 
unorganized  branch  of  industry  today." 


"I  made  a  discovery  this  week  that  may  prove  of  considerable 
value  according  to  the  Experiment  Station  advice.     I  found  that 
one  of  the  large  concerns  here  in  the  city  was  throwing  away  many 
pounds  of  nearly  pure  phosphoric  acid  per  year.     Took  a  sample 
of  this  and  sent  it  to  the  experiment  station  asking  if  some  caus- 
tic substance  could  not  be  united  with  it  to  make  it  available 
for  agricultural  purposes.     It  is  very  strong  in  its  present 
state.     The  station  thought  it  very  important  and  sent  a  man  here 
immediately  to  look  into  the  matter.     While  this  concern  does  not 
use  very  large  quantities  it  was  later  found  that  one  of  our  large 
electrical  companies  uses  thousands  of  tons  per  year  and  it  is  now 
going  to  be  used  for  agricultural  fertilizer.     The  station  pro- 
poses to  publish  a  bulletin  on  this  shortly."
